ation, the Houſe of 18 upon the Fifth Day of April, 1626, Reſolved, I hat che Office of 
Lord Great Chamberlain of England, did belong to Rebert, Lord Willoughby, as Heir General 


to Earl Henry, who was laſt ſeiſed thereof, and reported their humble Opinion and Advice to his 
Majeſty, chat the ſaid Office might be declared to appertain to the Lord IYilloughbby and his Heirs. 


In Conſequence of this Reſolution and Report, Robert Lord Willoughby was admitted to the 
Office, and upon the 13th Day of April, 1626, took his Place in the Houſe of Peers, as Lord 
Great Chamberlain, above all the other Barons, according to the Statute of Precedency, paſſed in 
the Tips Year of King Henry the A, 


In the Year 1661, the then Parls of Oxford and Derly, petitioned his Majeſty King Charles the 
Second, to appoint the Caſe concerning this High Office to be re- heard by the Lords in Parliament; 
and theſe Petitions being referred by his Majeſty's Order to the Houſe of Peers, it was ordered 
upon the 25th Day of June, 1661, that the Earl of Oxford's Counſel ſhould be heard at the Bar, 
upon Matter of Error upon the former Proceedings in the Houſe, concerning the Office of Lord. 
Great Chamberlain of England, and at the lame Time it was relolved not to admit New Matter. 


Upon the 11th Day of July, 1661, it wi ordered, that the Counſel of the Earl of Oxford ſhould 
aſſign the Errors inſiſted upon in the former Proceedings in the Houſe, concerning the Office of 
the Great Chamberlain of England, and deliver the ſame in Writing to the Houſe, upon the 1 5th 
Day of July then next; but it does not appear that any ſuch Errors were aſſigned, or that any 
further Proccedings were had upon the laſt mentioned E of Oxford's Petition. 


In Conſequence of the baſes areal Reſolution of the Houſe of Peers, in the Year 1626, 
and from that Time to the Deceaſe of Robert late Duke of Ancafter and Keſteven, in the Month of 
July laſt (a Period of above One Hundred and Fifty Years) this High Office has been enjoyed without 
any Interruption by Robert Lord Willoughby and his Deſcendants, in a lineal Succeſſion, from Father 
to Son: For upon the Deceaſe of Robert Lord Willoughby (who was created Earl of Lindſcy, in 
the Second Year of King Charles the Firſt, and killed at the Battle of Edge-Hill on the 23d of 
Odlober, 1642,) he was ſucceeded in all his Titles and Honors by his eldeſt Son Mountagu, the 
Second Earl of Lindſey, who was ſummoned to Parliament in his Father's Life-time, in the Fifteenth 
Year of King Charles the Firſt, and continuing firmly attached to the King, had nor, during the 
Remainder of his unfortunate Reign, and the ſubſequent Interregnum, any Opportunity of exer- 
ciſing this Office: but at the Reſtoration of King Charles the Second, the ſaid Mountagu, Earl of 


© Lindſey, exhibited his Claim to this great Hereditary Office, and upon his Majeſty's Coronation 
was admitted to the Exerciſe thereof, and continued to enjoy the ſame until his Deceaſe in July, 


1666. 


Upon Fa Death of the ſaid Earl Mountagu, all his Titles and Honors, and amongſt others, this 
Hereditary Office, deſcended upon, and were enjoyed. by, his eldeſt Son Robert, the Third Earl 


g of Lindſey, until the Month of May, 1701, when he died, leaving Robert, the Fourth Earl of | 
Lindſey, his eldeſt Son and Heir; who, in his Father's Life-time, in April 1690, had been ſum- 


moned to, and ſat in Parliament as Lord JWWilloughby of Ereſiy; and on his Father's Death 
ſucceeded to the Earldom of Lindſey, and the Hereditary Office of Lord Great Chamberlain of | 
England ; and was afterwards, in the Year 1706, created Marquis of Lindſey, and in the Year 1715, 
Duke of Ancaſter and Kefteven ; and continued in the Enjoyment of this Office until his Deceaſe, 
in July 1723 when all his Titles and Honors deſcended upon his eldeſt Son Peregrine, the 
Second Duke of Ancafter and Kefteven, who was likewiſe in the Life- time of his Father, when 
Marquis of Lindſey, ſummoned to Parliament in the Month of March, 1714, as Lord Willoughby of 
Ereſly, and after his Father's Death continued in the Exerciſe and Enjoyment of this Hereditary 
Office, until January 1741, when he died: upon his Death his eldeſt Son Peregrine, the Third 
Duke of Ancaſter and Keſteven, ſucceeded to the ſaid -Dukedom, and all the other Titles and 
Honors that his Anceſtors had been in Poſſeſſion of, and among others, to this Office, which he 
exerciſed and enjoyed until the 12th of Auguſt, 1778, when he died, leaving Robert, the late Duke 


of Ancaſter and Keſteven, his only Son, who thereupon inherited and ſucceeded to all the Titles and 


Honors that the laſt mentioned Duke Peregrine died ſeiſed of, and amongſt others, to the Hereditary 
Office of Lord Great Chamberlain of 3 which he exerciſed and continued ſeiſed of, until 
the Time of his Deceaſe. | |

In the Month of n 1779, Mr. Burrell and Lady Priſcilla Barbara Elizabeth Bertie, his 
preſent Wife, were married; and upon the 8th Day of uy following, the laſt mentioned Duke 
Robert died unmarried and without Iſſue, leaving Lady Priſcilla Barbara Elizabeth, and Lady Georgina 
Charlotte Bertie, his Siſters and Coheirs ; ſince which Time His Majeſty hath been graciouſly pleaſed, 
by his Letters Patent, to confirm the Barony of Willoughby of Ereſy, (which was in Abeyance) to the 
ſaid Lady Priſcilla Barbara Eiizabeth ; and upon the Event of the late Duke Robert's Death, it is 
contended, that the Hereditary Office of Lord Great Chamberlam of England deſcended upon the 


Lady #illoughbby of Ereſiy, as the eldeſt Coheir of the Perſon who laſt died ſeiſed thereof; and | 


that Mr. Burrell, in her Right, and as her Huſband, is entitled to execute. this Office: or if there 
is any Ground to ſay (which however it is ſubmitted there is not) that this Office has de- 
ſcended to both the Siſters of Duke Robert, ſtill it is contended, that the Right to exercile this 


Office belongs to Mr. Burrell, as the Huſband of the eldeſt of thoſe Siſters; and in Support of 
this Claim it is inſiſted, that the Office of Lord Great Chamberlain of England is an Hereditary 


Office- in Groſs, held in Grand Serjeanty ; and in the Caſe of Coheirs, when the eldeſt happens 
to be a Feme Covert, deſcends upon the eldeſt, and is to be executed by her Huſband and 
that this is perfectly agreeable to, and warranted by, the Uſage in all ſuch great Offices as have

| The Office of Steward of England was the Inheritance of Hugh de Grentemeſuil, who held the 
Honor of Hinckley by that Service, and died leaving Two Daughters * his Coheirs ; Petronelia (or 
Parnell) the eldeſt, married Robert Earl of Leiceſter, who in her Right * became ſciſcd of the Office 


of Steward of England. 


And in one other Inſtance in the ſame noble Family this Office deſcended upon the eldeſt 
Coheir, and was executed by her Huſband, for the laſt mentioned Robert Earl of Leiceffer died, 
leaving Iſſue by his ſaid Wife one Son, ſirnamed Fitz Parnell, and Two Daughters Amicia and 
Margery. In the Year 1204. Kebert Fitz Parne! died without Iſſue, leaving his ſaid Siſters his Co- 
heirs, the eldeſt of whom (Amicia) being married to Simon de Mentford, he, in her Right, became 
ſeiſed of the Honor of Hinck/zy and Office of Steward of England. 


After the deceaſe of Halter, * who was Conſtable of England in the Reign of King Hemy the 
Firſt, Milo Fitz Walter, his Son (who for his Services to the Empreſs Maud, was by her * created 
Earl of Hereford) enjoyed the laſt mentioned Office, and died in the Year 1144, * leaving Five Sons 
and Three Daughters, * Margery, Bertie and Lucie; the Five * Sons ſucceſſively enjoyed this Office, and 


died without Iſſue, and upon the deceaſe of the Survivor of them, the Office of Conſtable of l. 
England came to Humphry de Bobun, by his Marriage with unn, the eldeſt Daughter of Mil 


Fitz Walter. | _ 


This Office alſo deſcended a Second Time upon the eldeſt Coheir, and was executed by her 
Huſband, for after it had been introduced into the laſt mentioned Family, in the Manner herein be- 
fore ſtated, it was enjoyed by the Deſcendants of [{umphry de Bobun for ſeveral Generations, in a 
lineal Male Succeſſion, until the Forty-lixth of Edward the Third, when the Male Line of this 


Family failed by the Death of Hamphry, the then Earl of ereferd, and Conſtable of England, 


| leaving Iſſue only Two Daughters, Eleaner ' and Mary, his Coheirs, between whom the great 
Inheritance of this Family was divided. 


Elaner * | the eldeſt Daughter, married Thema: of Woedſteck, (Son to King Ekvard the Third.) 
afterwards Duke of Glouceſter ; the Second married Henry Earl of Derby, afterwards King Henry 
- the Fourth. Upon the Marriage of the eldeſt Daughter in the Fiftieth Year of the Reign of 
Edwerd the Third, the Office of Conſtable of England was granted to her Huſband by * Letters 
Patent, but the Letters Patent recite the Office to be in the King's Hands, by reaſon of the Minority 
of the Heirs of the Earl of {{creferd, and grant it to hold during the King's Pleaſure, and fo long 
as the ſaid Office ſhould remain in the King's Hands from the Cauſe aforeſaid. Three Years after- 
wards, viz..in the Third Year of Richard the Second, the eldeſt. Daughter having attained her 
Age of Twenty-one Years. had Livery of her Lands, and thereby the former Letters Patent were 
determined, but her Huſband continued to be. Conſtable of England to his Death in the Twentieth 
Year of Richard the Second, without any new Grant, and therefore in her Right.

| In the Third” Year of the Reign of King Henry the Third, William Marſpall, Earl of Pembroke, 


died ſeiſed in Fee of the Office of Marſhal of England, leaving Five Sons and Five Daughters“; all 


the ſaid Sons ſucceſſively enjoyed the ſaid Earldom and Office, and died without Iſſue, and upon | 
the Death of the ſurvivor of theſe Sons, in the Thirtieth* of Hen the Third, Maud, who was the | 


eldeſt* of theſe Daughters, and the Widow of Hugh Biges, Earl of Norfolk, claimed the Office of 
Marſhall, as the eldeſt Inheritrix, of the Perſon laſt ſcized thereof, and her Claim was allowed, ; 


and the Marſhall's Rod delivered to her, which, with the King s Licence, ſhe gave to her Son, Reger 
Biget, then Earl of Nor/o/k, who did Homage for the ſame. This appears by a Writ* directed to 


the Treaſurer and Barons of the Exchequer, commanding them to admit Roger Bigot, Earl of 
Norfolk, to the Marſhal's Seat in the Exchequer, and the Writ recites, that Matilda, Counteſs of 
Norfolk, had, with the King's Licence, appointed the ſaid Earl to the Office Que Matil4a (it is 
« ſaid) habet Eſneciam Hereditatis Walteri Mareſcalli et cui Rex ea ratione comiſerat Virgam Maręſcalciæ.“ 


| Sometime after the Death of the laſt mentioned Robert, Duke of Ancaſter, Mr. Burrell and Lady 
Willoughby of Ereſiy, then Lady Priſcilla Barbara Elizabeth Burrell preſented their humple Petition 


to His Majeſty, therein ſtating the Enjoyment of the Office of Lord Great Chamberlain of England 


the ſame deſcended upon Lady Priſcilla Barbara Elizabeth Burrell, and that Mr. Burre!! was 
entitled to execute the ſame, and therefore praying. that His Majeſty would be graciouſly pleaſed 


to permit the Petitioner, Peter Burrell, to execute the Office of Lord Great Chamberlain of England, | 


in Right of the Lady .

The Moſt Noble 3 now Duke of * and KeBeven, and the Right Honourable Lord : 


Robert Bertie, alſo preſented a counter Petition to His Majeſty, and therein after ſtating, that the 
Office of Great Chamberlain of England had for many Generations been enjoyed by the Petitioners 
Anceſtors and their Heirs Male, as the immediate Deſcendants of Heyry the laſt Earl of Oxferd, who 
died without Iflue the 26th of March, 16254 and the Letters Patent in the Firſt Year of King 
George the Firſt, for creating Robert, then Marquis of Lindſey, Duke of Ancaſter and Kefteven ;, and 
an Act of Parliament paſſed in the ſame Year for ſettling the Precedency of the laſt mentioned Ro- 


bert, and of the Heirs Male of his Body, and of the Body of Robert then late Earl of Lindſey, after 


ſuch intended Creation ſhould have taken Place; the Petitioners inſiſted, That upon the Death of 


of Robert late Earl of Lindſey, or that by an implied Conſtruction of the before: mentioned Statute, 
the ſaid Office is ànnexed to the Honor and Dukedom of Ancafter and Ace , and that this 


Office being a Perſonal Dignity or Honor, and an Office of Skill or Science, could not be held 
by a Woman, and reverted to the Crown whenever it happened that there was a Failure of the 


Male Line; and therefore praying that His Majeſty would be graciouſly pleaſed to permit the 
Duke of Ancaſter (as the immediate Heir Male deſcended from the Line of the Vers, Earls of 
Cxford) and his Heirs Male, and in Default of ſuch Iſſue, the Petitioner the Lord Robert Bertie (the 


next Heir Male of the fame Line) and his Heirs Male, to enjoy this Office with the Dukedom of 


Ancaſter and Keſieven, or to grant this Office to the Petitioners and their Heirs Male, to go

In &nfoee ro this it is inſiſted, That this Act of Parliament related merely to the Regulation of 
the Precedency of Robert then Marquis of Lindſey, and thole who might then after be Dukes 
of Ancaſter, and Great Chamberlains of England. and to prevent them from taking place 
before other Peers of equal Rank, which under the Statute of Precedency they would 
otherwiſe have been entitled to do, and that this private Act of Parliament in the Reign of King George 


. the Firſt, neither gave or took away * Title to this Office, which exiſted antecedent to that Act 
of Parliament. ü | 


The ſecond Argument in Favour of the preſent Duke of Ancafter and Lord Rebert Bertie is, 
That the preſent Duke is the immediate Heir Male deſcended from the Line of the Veres, 
Earls of Oxford, and as ſuch entitled to this Office. 


But in Anſwer to this it is contended, That the preſent Duke of Ancaſter can not, with any Pro- 


priety, be called the Heir Male of the Yeres, Earls of Oxford, having deſcended from a Female 


Branch of that Family, that is to ſay, Mary, Siſter of Edward Earl of Oxford ; and ſtill further it is in- 


ſiſted on the Behalf of Mr. Burrell, and Lady Willoughby of Ereſly, That upon a Caſe ſo 


 Glemaly argued and thoroughly conſidered, as that was in the Year 1626, reſpecting this Office, 
the Deciſion there in Favor of the Heir General in Preference to the Title of the Heir Male of 
Earl Henry, is an expreſs and poſitive Authority i in Favor of the laſt mentioned Claimants, and a 


direct Bar to the preſent Duke of Axcaſter's Claim in the Character of Heir Male of the Oxferd 

Family, and that the Authority of this Deciſion receives additional Weight from the Conduct 
of the Houſe of Peers upon the ſubſequent Petitions in 1661, and the Length of Time during which 
this high Office has been enjoyed by thoſe claiming under the Heir General of Herry Earl of Oxford. 


The third Argument in Favor of the preſent Duke (or rather in Favor of the Right of His 


Majeſty to grant this Office) is, That this Office cannot be held by a Female. 


But in the preſent Inſtance it is not contended that this Office can be executed by a Female, but 


= that in the Event which has happened, the Office deſcends upon Lady IWillowgbby of Erefy, 


as the eldeſt Coheir of the laſt Duke of .tncafter, and that her Huſband is entitled to execute 
the ſame. And this Claim is well warranted not only from the Authority of the ſeveral Caſes 
herein before mentioned, but alſo by the Opinion of all the Judges in the Sixth Year of King Henry 
the Eighth, upon a Caſe ſtated to them relative to the Claim of the Duke of Bucking bam to the 


Office of Conſtable of England, by Deſcent from the eldeſt of the two Coheirs of the Earl of 


Ilereſerd ®. 


Ic hath alſo been alledged, That this Office cannot be executed by any Perſon under the De- 


gree of a Lerd of Parliament, and that no Inſtance can be produced of any Perſon of an 


interior Degree — been in the Poſſeſſion of it. 


In Anſwer to this it is to be 4 That as this Office was granted many Centuries ago to the 
Family of the H eres, who were ſoon afterwards created Earls of Oxford, and continued for many Ge- 


- nerations in the Enjoyment of this Office, it is not to be expected that many Inſtances ſhould occur of 


this Office having been enjoyed by a Commoner ; but that however one ſuch Inſtance is to be met 
with, for it appears that in the Firſt Year of Henry the Fourth he granted this Office to Sir 7 bomas 
de Erpingbam, who by Virtue of this Grant claimed to execute the ſame at the Coronation of 
King [cory the Fourth, and that this Claim was allowed, and Sir Thema; de Erpingham executed the
